still unsolved after year 


Case not closed, 
says detective

YUMA, Ariz. — One year ago today 
Father Benjamin Carrier was robbed and 
murdered in room 32 of the El Rancho 
Motel here. More than 1,000 man-hours 
later, police have collected a considerable 
amount of physical evidence directly 
related to the case; they have identified a 
number of key suspects; and a number of 
leads are still being investigated. But no 
arrests have been-made. 


‘The case is definitely not closed,”’ 
said Detective Richard Stallworth, a 
homicide investigator with the Yuma 
Department of Public Safety. Although 
some of his fellow officers feel the murder 
is virtually unsolvable, Det. Stallworth is 
convinced he already has the killers’ 
fingerprints, and that someone or 
something, somewhere and sometime, 
will lead to an arrest. 


FATHER CARRIER was the 54-year- 
old pastor of Our Lady of Light Church 
in Descanso. The priest was widely 
known for sheltering transients at his 
rectory and for stopping to pick up 
roadside hitchhikers, one of whom once 
robbed him at knifepoint. 


But he continued to ignore warnings 
from parishioners and fellow priests, 
answering that he had nothing to be 
afraid of. ‘‘He was his own worst 
enemy,’’ said Det. Stallworth. ‘‘I think 
he was very naive, judging from ‘the 
people he befriended. He was taken 
advantage of before, he was a walking 
victim. I get the feeling he was so nice a 


guy...” 
Father Carrier was last seen alive at the

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Holy Days: Three are possible, and so are 10

WASHINGTON (NC) — American 
Catholics could have only three holy days 
of obligation a year after November. Or 
they could have four, five or six — or 
theoretically even 10. 


A debate by the nation’s Catholic 
bishops about what to do with the Mass 
obligation attached to 10 holy days under 
the Church’s new Code of Canon Law is 
likely to attract considerable attention 
during their meeting in Washington Nov. 
14-17. 


Of the Church legal issues they 
confront before the new code takes effect 
on Nov. 27, it is the one that will have the 
most direct impact on Catholic life. 


The code, a collection of general laws 
governing the whole Western Church, 
lists 10 solemn feasts on which Catholics 
must attend Mass each year. But it also 
says a local bishops’ conference can 
decide, with the prior approval of the 
Holy See, to remove the obligation of 
Mass or to transfer the observance of the 
feast to a nearby Sunday. 


Bishops Leo T. Maher and Gilbert E. 
Chavez will attend the annual U.S. 


CURRENTLY A separate Mass 
obligation is in force for only six of those 
feasts in the United States: Christmas, 
Dec. 25, Immaculate Conception, Dec. 
8, All Saints Day, Nov. 1, the Ascension 
(sixth Thursday after Easter), Mary, 
Mother of God, Jan. 1, and the 
Assumption, Aug. 15. The other feasts 
listed in the canons are St. Joseph, March 
19, Sts. Peter and Paul, June 29, Corpus 
Christi (the second Thursday after 
Pentecost) and the Epiphany, Jan. 6. 


But the bishops’ Committee for 
Canonical Affairs says that the Mass 
obligation for all 10 days listed in the code 
‘‘will become the norm’’ in the United 
States ‘‘if no action is taken by the time 
the revised code goes into effect on Nov. 
272 


In the proposed agenda for the bishops’ 
meeting, the committee recommends 
retaining the Mass precept for only three 
of those days — Christmas on Dec. 25, 
the Immaculate Conception on Dec. 8, 
and All Saints Day on Nov. 1. 


Of holy days on which U.S. Catholics 
currently are under an obligation to 
attend Mass, the committee recommends 
eliminating a distinct precept of Mass for 
three — the Ascension and two Marian

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Parishioners note 
a ‘gentling’ effect

DESCANSO — One year after the 
death of Father Benjamin Carrier, pastor 
of Our Lady of Light Catholic Church, 
most parishioners here are not anxious to 
see punishment for those responsible for 
the death. Instead, a ‘‘gentling’’ effect 
has swept the congregation, some of them 
agreed. 


Father Carrier, a frail man who was 
very sensitive to the needs of transients, 
was found bound and dead Nov. 10 ina 
Yuma motel room; suffocation is the 
suspected cause of death. 

IT IS possible that Father Carrier’s 
murderers did not intentionally kill him. 
They may have left the priest bound but 
alive, and he may have subsequently 
suffocated because of diminished lung 
capacity. (Surgery left him with 25 
percent normal lung capacity.) 

That ‘‘possibility’’ was ‘‘very good for 
the parish,’’ said Beryl Newman, a 
parishioner at Our Lady of Light and wife 
of Deacon Michael Newman. 


“It seems hard to believe that anyone 
talked to him for even three or five 
minutes and then turned around and 
killed him,’’ Eleanor Denton, another 
parishioner, said. : 

DEALING WITH Father Carrier’s 
sudden and tragic death was not easy at 
the beginning, Mrs. Newman said. “‘I 
think there are very few people who 
understand what it was like for the 
parishioners...There are a lot of people 
who still can’t talk about it very well.”’ 


The particular qualities of Father 
Carrier and the violence associated with 
his death contributed to the ‘‘severe 
trauma’’ some parishioners felt, she 
noted. 


One man told Mrs. Newman the death 
left him depressed for six months, but he 
did not recognize the condition until it 
began to lift. — 

RIGHT AFTER Father Carrier’s 
murder, Mrs. Newman said, ‘“There was 
a kind of lethargy — people did what 
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bishops’ meeting in Washington, D.C.

feasts: Mary, Mother of God and the 
Assumption. 

FINALLY, THE committee 
recommends that the bishops vote anew 


Nov. 14-17. They will be interviewed in 
the Dec. 1 Southern Cross for their 
reactions to the meeting. 


Briefs 


MASS CANCELLED — The Nicaraguan 
bishops ordered Masses cancelled Nov. 2, All 
Soul’s Day, to protest the Oct. 30 beating of 
Auxiliary Bishop Bosco Vivas Robelo of 
Managua by a pro-government group, and the 
deportation of two priests. Church officials 
also said that groups supporting the Sandinista 
government had forced at least eight Catholic 
churches to cancel Sunday Masses Oct. 30 
because the parish priests opposed the 
country’s new military conscription law. 

NIX ON MIX — In an official policy 
statement, Bishop George Speltz of St. Cloud, 
Minnesota said, ‘‘Intercommunion is not 
permitted in this diocese.’’ The statement, 
which was published in the St. Cloud diocesan 
weekly newspaper, asked priests at Masses 
where a number of non-Catholics might be 
present to welcome them but to make jit clear 
that sharing in Communion is an expression of 
unity the churches have not achieved. 

INTERVENTION — The federal 

- government intervened recently in the Long 
Island ‘‘Baby Jane Doe’’ case, filing suit in the 
U.S. District Court in Brooklyn, N.Y., to 
obtain Stony Brook Hospital’s medical records 
for a handicapped baby girl who has been 
denied surgery to correct life-threatening 
defects. 

LIFE SAVER — The beatification cause 
for Salvo D’Acquisto, an Italian soldier in 
World War II who took the blame for an 
attack on German forces in order to save 22 
hostages held by the Nazis, was scheduled to 
begin in November, the Military Ordinariate 
of Italy said. 

‘PERSECUTION’ — ‘‘Systematic 
persecution’’ of the Catholic Church in 
Albania continues and the Vatican has 
received reports that a bishop and two priests 
have been killed at the hands of the Albanian 
government, Vatican Radio said recently. The 
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broadcast said Bishop Ernest Coba, apostolic 
administrator of Scutari, Albania, had been 
beaten to death in a concentration camp in 
1980; the priests were reportedly executed in 
1981 and 1972 for baptizing infants. 

BAN MAY LIFT — A House-Senate 

conference committee has agreed to a proposal 
to lift a century-old ban on diplomatic relations 
between the Vatican and the United States. 
The agreement came as the conference 
committee began ironing out the differences 
between the House- and 
versions of a State Department authorization 
bill. ; 
’ “LOVE, OBEY’ — Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta has asked U.S. bishops to help 
Religious “‘love, obey and remain faithful to 
the Church and the Vicar of Christ,’’ in a 
letter released through the Institute on 
Religious Life. In the letter Mother Teresa 
asked the bishops ‘‘to help our Religious 
Sisters in the United States of America to turn 
to our Holy Father with childlike confidence 
and hope.”’ 

IDENTITY ‘CRISIS’ — Priests who do 
not dress or act like priests, are too familiar 
with women or are careless about the liturgy 
are showing symptoms of a crisis in their 
priestly identity, said Cardinal Silvio Oddi, 
head of the Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Clergy. The cardinal also sees major problems 
for the Church today in religious education 
that avoids teaching children ‘‘the reality of 
sin.’” 

FREEDOM — Pope John Paul II has 
approved a call for prayers during November 
for religious freedom in Albania. The effort 
was made to draw attention to the 
‘‘unshakeable faith’’ of Albanian Catholics, 
the news agency of the Vatican Congregation 
for the Evangelization of People reported. 

WON’T PAY — The parish council of 


Holy Cross Church in Indianapolis has voted 


10-3 not to comply with an Internal Revenue 
Service order to pay income taxes withheld by 
its pastor.

NOT CLOSE — The Latin American 
Council of Churches is not as close to the 
Catholic Church as it would like, the council 
president said.

St. Joseph, Sts. Peter and Paul, Corpus 
Christi and the Epiphany. 

The Committee on Canonical Affairs 
took a straw poll of the nation’s bishops 
and consulted with their liturgy and 


pastoral research and practices 
committees before making its 
recommendations. 


The recommendation to retain the 
separate Mass obligation for Christmas, 
the Immaculate Conception and All 
Saints is essentially the same proposal that 
was developed in 1980 by the Bishops’ 
Committee on the Liturgy. The liturgy 
committee first proposed retaining only 
Christmas and Immaculate Conception 
but added All Saints after a straw poll of 
the nation’s bishops showed fewer than 
two-thirds of them in favor of dropping 
that feast. For a variety of reasons the 
committee’s final proposal was 
withdrawn before it came to a formal 
vote, but the committee said that more 
than two-thirds of the nation’s bishops 
who had answered the straw poll 
supported the change to three holy days of 
obligation. 


THERE ARE two ways to remove the 
separate precept of Mass attendance on a 
holy day. One is to observe the feast on 
the date set for it but remove the Mass 
obligation for that day. The other is to 
transfer the observance of the feast to a 
nearby Sunday — thus retaining the 
obligation to attend Mass but making it 
coincide with the regular Sunday 
obligation. 


Of the four feasts on which U.S. 
Catholics currently are not obliged to 
- attend Mass, two — St. Joseph and Sts. 
Peter and Paul — are observed on the 
appointed days but without obligation. 


Observance of the other two feasts is 
transferred to Sunday. U.S. Catholics 
currently observe the Epiphany on the 
first Sunday after Jan. 1 instead of on 
Jan. 6. They observe Corpus Christi en 
the second Sunday after Pentecost instead 
of the second Thursday after Pentecost. 


PART OF the proposal before the 
U.S. bishops is to transfer Epiphany and 
Corpus Christi to their respective 
neighboring Sundays, and to transfer 
observance of Ascension from Thursday, 
the 40th day of the Easter season, to the 
following Sunday. 


Further, if the bishops follow the 
committee’s recommendations, the 
solemnities of Mary Mother of God and 
the Assumption will join those of Sts. 
Peter and Paul and St. Joseph as feasts 
which U.S. Catholics will observe on their

DEL CERRO — An opportunity for 
Christian family renewal is available in a 
devotion that had its heyday before 
Vatican II, but which continues in this- 
diocese and nationally. 


Local and national supporters of the 
Enthronement of the Sacred Heart think 
they must be devoted to the effort or the 
whole movement may die. 


ENTHRONEMENT OF the Sacred 
Heart ‘‘is the recognition of the social 
reign of the Sacred Heart of Jesus...In 
this day and age we all know Christ is 
being banned in the schools. The Sacred 
Heart has been dethroned...We recognize 
the Kingship of Christ by enthroning 
Him in our homes,’’ Ruth Buller, 
chairman of the Lay Apostles of the 
Sacred Heart, said. 


An enthronement is a ceremony 
usually (but not necessarily) performed 
by a priest in a home. The host sets up a 
simple shrine with an image of the Sacred 
Heart in a central place. The priest 
blesses the image and the family 
‘‘escorts’’ Jesus’ image to its place in the 
home. The act expresses public 
recognition of Jesus and social reparation. 


Family members then join in prayer 
and the priest blesses them as well. The 
family signs an ‘‘Enthronement 
Covenant Certificate,’’ concluding the 
inauguration ceremony. 


NATIONALLY, SACRED Heart 
Father Alphonsus Mitchell, director of 
the U.S. Enthronement of the Sacred 
Heart Movement, has crisscrossed the 
country in his effort to revitalize the 
traditional devotion.

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regular calendar date, but without a 
precept of attending Mass. 


The Immaculate Conception was 
chosen as the Marian feast for which the 
precept of Mass should be retained 
because this is the title under which Mary 
is honored as patroness of the United 
States. 


THE BISHOPS are to vote separately 
on each of the 10 holy days. In each of the 
seven cases where removal of the Mass 
obligation or transfer of the feast’s 
observance to Sunday is recommended, 
approval by two thirds of all the bishops 
who can vote is required. Their decisions 
must then be sent to the Holy See and be 
approved there before they can take 
effect. 


NCCB sources said the bishops’ 
responses to a straw poll earlier this year 
indicate that they will almost certainly 
follow the committee’s recommendations 
to retain the obligation for Christmas, 
Immaculate Conception and All Saints 
and to get the current discipline renewed 
for the four feasts for which the Mass 
obligation is currently removed or the 
feast is transferred to a Sunday in the 
United States.

LA MESA — When the police squad 
prepared last year for the first ‘ ‘Priests vs. 
Police’’ charity basketball game, some of 
the players said they expected the clerics 
to be pushovers, noted patrolman Joe 
Lehr. 


Lehr, who plays guard or forward, 
warned his teammates not to 
underestimate the priests. Lehr, a 
parishioner at St. Rita parish and former 
student at Saint Augustine High School, 
remembered the transitional deacon who 
coached the Saints basketball team. 

“BOY, HE was something else,”’ 
Lehr said...definitely not a pushover. 

Even though the police officers won 
handily, they discovered the priests ‘‘play 
the sport like we play it — a few elbows 
and such.” : 

Lehr, who runs to keep in shape, was 
impressed that some priests could keep up 
with him on fast breaks. ‘‘I thought they 
were really good.”’ ! 


PROCEEDS OF the game, set this 


year for Nov. 19 at 8 p.m. at the 
University of San, Diego Sports Center, 
will go to the SpeDiego Organizing 
Project. SDOP ‘is “a community-based 
group that helps residents of southeast 
San Diego organize to improve their 
neighborhoods.

THE GAME is really considered more 
entertainment than fierce competition. It 
provides people a chance to let go of 
stereotypes of ‘‘have no fun’’ policemen 
and ‘‘unathletic’’ priests. ‘‘People don’t 
usually see police officers being funny and 
they don’t usually see the priests laughing 
and running around in shorts,’’ Lehr 
said. 
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Mrs. Ruth Buller 
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‘There was a great enthusiasm then...’ ’ 


‘“‘The movement is program-centered 
on Christ in the home,’’ Father Mitchell 
said. ‘‘It’s intended to show people how 
to live with Jesus — offering all the joys, 
works and sufferings of each day to the 
Sacred Heart and to seek His help daily.”’ 


San Diegans first learned about the 
devotion in 1940 when Father Mateo, 
SSCC, came here and spoke to Church 
groups. ‘““There was a great enthusiasm 
for enthronements then,’’ Mrs. Buller 
remembered. 


Father Mateo, the founder of the 
Enthronement of the Sacred Heart, based 


his fervor on the appearance of Jesus to 


St. Margaret Mary. Jesus told the saint 
He wanted more devotion to His Sacred 
Heart. 


In the early days of the Church, 
devotion to the Sacred Heart took many 
forms. ‘‘Generally they say that Sacred 
Heart devotion started when His Sacred 
Heart was pierced and the blood and 
water poured out. He emptied Himself 
for us,”’ Mrs. Buller said. 


Modern devotion to the Sacred Heart 
is encouraged by Pope Pius XII’s 
encyclical Haureitis Aquas. ‘Every Holy 
Father since then has quoted from this 
document’’ and has supported devotion 


‘to Jesus, Mrs. Buller said. Pope John 


Paul II has been a strong advocate of it. 


LOCALLY, HUNDREDS of homes 
were dedicated to the Sacred Heart from 
1940-42, before Mrs. Buller moved out of 
the area. Even school children were 
involved. There were junior lay groups 
(Tarcisians) in every diocesan school, she 
said. 

But when Mrs. Buller returned to the 
area in 1955, the enthronement 
movement ‘‘was almost dead.”’ 


To revive it, Msgr. George M. Rice 
and Mrs. Buller spoke at the 1959 
convention of the Diocesan Council of 
Catholic Women. Interest increased. 


NOW, THE number of 
enthronements done each year is “‘not 
very impressive,’ Mrs. Buller said. From 
Sept. 1982 through Sept. 1983 only 123 
enthronements were recorded in the 
diocese. At one time, 600 to 700 local 
enthronements were done yearly. 


‘‘Unless something is sensational and 
new’ it is not attractive, Mrs. Buller said, 
and the novelty of enthronements has 
worn off. ‘‘I’m going through a war of 
nerves. I’m fighting for the existence of 
the enthronement of the Sacred Heart. 
People’s hearts are getting hard,” she 
said. 

People often tell her the ceremony is a 
thing of the past or that they place their 
devotion elsewhere. ‘‘If they realized who 
the Sacred Heart is, they couldn’t have 
hard hearts,’’ she said. 


PEOPLE NEED to know an 
enthronement is just the beginning of 
letting the Lord rule a home. The 206 
Lay Apostles of the Sacred Heart who live 
in this diocese have been trained to 
conduct enthronements, and they teach 
families that the*rite has meaning. 


“‘The enthronement is just the 
beginning,’”’ Mrs. Buller said. The family 
should pray together to the Sacred Heart 
and should receive Holy Communion as 
often as possible, especially on the Feast 
of Christ the King, first Fridays and on 
the Solemnity of the Sacred Heart. 


“In a normal Catholic family some of 
the children have never seen their parents 
on their knees praying,’’ she said. The 
call to prayer made by an enthronement 
can bring prayerful parents and children 
together, she noted.

‘and let it begin with me’ 


““Let there be peace on earth, and let it begin with 
meee 


This line from a popular song based on the famous 
prayer of St. Francis of Assisi, is a good reminder where 
peace begins. We keep talking of peace and yearning for it, 
and yet it continues to elude us. 


“‘Peace is possible,’’ the Holy Father constantly reminds 
us, but it requires the resolution of a pervasive world 
ethical crisis. ‘Armaments are a consequence of an ethical 
crisis that is disrupting society in all its political, social and 
economic dimensions...peace is our duty, our grave duty, 
our supreme responsibility,’’ the pope stated in a message 
last year to the United Nations General Assembly during 
its special session on disarmament. 


“‘Give us peace,’” Amin Gemayel, president of war-torn 
Lebanon said during his first official visit to the United 
States, ‘‘and we shall astonish the world.”’ 


“If we really want peace,’’ Father Henri Nouwen told a 
gathering of Catholic journalists in Oakland three weeks 
ago, ‘‘we have to keep our eyes focused on God. We must 
pray together.”’ 


Many of us are praying for peace. Yet, while many are 
praying for peace and dedicating their lives to justice and 
reconciliation of people, we continue to pay for immensely 
destructive weapons of war that neither bolster our 
national security nor reduce the likelihood of war. 


Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle has stated 
his belief that ‘‘our nuclear war preparations represent the 
global crucifixion of Jesus. What we do to ‘the least of 
these’ through our nuclear weapons planning, we do to 
Jesus...our nuclear weapons represent the final crucifixion 
of Jesus, the extermination of the human family with whom 
He is one.’’ A sobering belief from which none of us can 
run. 


One of several troubled areas in the world where the 
crucifixion of Jesus is constantly recurring is Central 
America. There the suffering Christ reveals Himself 
among us, according to Father Nouwen, and ‘‘the Body of 
Christ is so torn apart.’’ 


A hopeful sign is the establishment of the Interfaith 
Academy of Peace at the Ecumenical Institute for 
Advanced Theological Studies in Jerusalem, announced 
recently by Holy Cross Father Theodore Hesburgh; 
president of the University of Notre Dame. 


The academy will offer seminars with scientists and 
theologians on nuclear war and sponsor individual research 
and writing projects related to religious teachings on peace, 
as well as conferences to promote studies of current 
regional conflicts. 


Now, if only an Academy of Peace were established here 
in the United States. Such a proposal is in the works. If 
approved by Congress, the academy would sponsor 
graduate and post-graduate level studies on the causes of 
war. It would also teach techniques for the resolution of 
conflicts and peacemaking. 


There is a variety of ways to peacemaking, and there is 
room for disagreement on strategy and tactics. But we 
must be united in the Christian tradition: and teaching 
expressed in the Vatican II document Church in the 
Modern World, ‘‘peace is not the absence of war...nor the 
maintenance of balance of power between 
enemies...instead it is really and appropriately called an 
‘enterprise of justice.’”’

As Americans mark the 20th 
anniversary of the assassination of John 
F. Kennedy, a sometimes overlooked 
aspect of the Kennedy presidency is the 
way the first Roman Catholic occupant of 
the White House was forced to be more 


sensitive than his predecessors to the roles 


of church and state in society. 


Many believed then — and many 
probably still do now — that a Catholic in 
the White House would somehow be 
beholden to his Church rather than his 
conscience when taking public policy 
positions. One group, which called itself 
the National Conference of Citizens for 
Religious Freedom, said during the 1960 
presidential campaign that it was 
“inconceivable that a Roman Catholic 
president would not be under extreme 
pressure by the hierarchy of his Church to 
accede to its policies.”’ 


Kennedy tried to maintain that the 
issue was not as important as it appeared 
in the press. Even as far back as 1957, 
when Kennedy already was considered 
the likely 1960 Democratic candidate for 
president, he said he thought people were 
“‘more interested in a man’s talent and 
ability than his religious convictions.’’ 


But the issue of Kennedy’s 
independence continued to be raised, 
particularly by critics who thought the 
United States would lose its ‘‘Protestant 
character’’ if a Catholic were elected to 
the highest office in the land. According 
to one survey Kennedy’s religion cost him 
the votes of 4.5 million Protestant 
Democrats, making the 1960 election 
much closer than it would have been if 
Kennedy’s Catholicism had not been an 
issue. 


According to Theodore Sorensen, 
Kennedy speechwriter-turned- 
biographer, the young Massachusetts 
senator wanted to show long before the 
campaign began that the overwhelming 
defeat of the previous Catholic candidate 
for president, Al Smith in 1928, had 
nothing to do with his religion. And 
Kennedy continually stressed that a 
president’s oath to uphold the 
Constitution always takes precedence 
over that individual’s religious views. 


“‘Nobody in my Church gives me 
orders,’’ said Kennedy in another 1957 
interview, in which he said he could not 
imagine an issue where loyalty to Church 
would conflict with loyalty to country 
anyway. 


But ‘while those promises did not 
placate the critics, a few Catholics were 
not pleased either. Some Catholic 
editorial writers complained that 
Kennedy was bending over backward for 
his Protestant critics and, by responding 
to the charge that he could be controlled 
by his Church, was playing into the hands 
of anti-Catholic bigots who should have 
been ignored. 


But Kennedy maintained that the issue 
was not aid to education but 
unconstitutional federal support for a 
church and its schools. And on Vatican 
diplomacy he said whatever advantages 


there might be to relations with the Holy: 


See — ‘‘and I’m not convinced of these”’ 
— would be more than offset by the 
divisive effect in the United States. Two’ 
decades later the question of 
Vatican-U:S. relations barely was noticed 
as a proposal to lift the ban moved 
through Congress. 


Kennedy himself thought the U.S. 
bishops did not want him to run, 
according to Sorensen, possibly because 
of fear that his religious and political 
views were too liberal or that the 
Kennedy candidacy would revive 
religious controversy. 


Despite the criticisms among his co- 
religionists, though, Kennedy’s problems 
with Protestant constituencies continued 
through the campaign and led to his 
famous appearance before the Ministerial 
Association in Houston, where he tried to 
settle forever that he did not speak for the 
Church and the Church did not speak for 
him. 


‘Debt of gratitude’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II praised the 
U.S. Catholic school system and the nuns who developed it. 


““To women Religious is due a very special debt of gratitude 
for their particular contribution to the field of education,’’ he 


told a group of U.S. bishops. 


“*Their authentic apostolate was, and is, worthy of the greatest 
praise,’’ he said. ‘‘It is an apostolate that requires much self- 


sacrifice. 


It is thoroughly human as an expression of religious service: an 
apostolate that follows closely human and spiritual growth, and 
accompanies children and young people patiently and lovingly 
through the problems of youth and the insecurity of adolescence 


toward Christian maturity,’’ he added. 


The pope said that ‘‘Catholic education constitutes a 
privileged chapter in the history of the Church in America’’ and 
praised its contribution toward preparing the laity to understand 


the Second Vatican Council. 


The pope also stressed the importance of Catholic identity in 
Catholic schools and said ‘‘the whole structural system will have 
value to the extent that the formation and education given by the 


teachers conform to the principles of Catholic doctrine.’’ 


“*At every level, up to and including the university level, there 
is the need for an institutional commitment of the Catholic school 
to the word of God as proclaimed by the Catholic Church,’’ he 


said.

Some of the blame falls on our psychological concern 
that no one go unpraised, however meager his talents. 
This is due to the notion of ‘‘affirmation,’’ now a device 
and technique used even in Church bodies. Priests, nuns, 
seminarians all need to be affirmed, i.e., praised — and 
this almost every day. 


YOU. WONDER how the Church lasted in previous 
centuries with the lack of such affirmation. Maybe it 
didn’t. Just possibly some affirming phrases got lost 
throughout history’s course. 


Did someone say of Judas Iscariot: ‘‘He may have used 
the treasury’s money for his own purposes, but he did 
have a nice leather purse in which he kept our 
drachmas.”’ 


Moral Perspectives

We have already noted. the problem with depression 
and how the older person confronts various types of loss; 
e.g., of contemporaries; of self-management. It is very 
important to help the older person be as much in the 
driver’s seat of life as possible: i.e., give them as many 
worthwhile things to do as might be possible. 


We have noted as well that the older person should 
never be rushed. The energy level of the older person is 
low and any change can be exhausting. We ended the last 
article by noting the critical factors of respect and honor: 
the older person is blessed with a human dignity, 
probably far beyond our own. 


CARE FOR the older person starts by allowing the 
elderly to care for us. What does this mean? 


We need to distinguish care from cure. We live in a 
society which sustains a great tendency to desire to cure 
everything. Commercials prove this point: they claim that 
there is a cure for everything! 


There is surely a place for curing. But we must not give 
it the only place, nor even the predominant place. Caring 
is the vital concern: we must never pervert the manner in 
which we deal with older persons by insisting that I must 
first of all cure them. 


Before the Lord, the whole universe is as a grain from a balance; 
or a drop of morning dew come down upon the earth. But you have 
mercy on all, because you'can do all things; and you overlook tte 
sins of men that they may repent. 


For you love all things that are and loathe nothing you have 
made, for what you hated you would not have fashioned, and how 
could a thing remain unless you willed it; or be preserved had it not 
been called forth by you? 


But you spare all things, O Lord and lover of souls, for your 
imperishable spirit is in all things! Therefore you rebuke offenders 
little by little, warn them, and remind them of the sins they are 
committing that they may abandon their wickedness and believe in 
you O Lord. 


WHAT COULD be more simple or more 
heartwarming in its truth? What could give greater peace 
of mind and feelings of thanksgiving? Like the early 
Christians, we ‘‘went on our way, rejoicing.” 


It occurred to me later that our discussions very seldom ~ 


center upon issues that seem to dominate in most religious 
periodicals and are considered to be controversial. 
Although we are all women, we do not appear to be 
concerned with whether or not women should be ordained 
or have a greater part in the liturgy, for instance. We are 
not particularly interested in the power struggles of 
Religious and clergy or ‘‘major’’ questions of liturgy or 
the structure of the Church.

Growing old — 1v 


’ AND OFTENTIMES this is the message we give to 
the elderly. We become short-tempered, upset, anxious, 
because we do not see the changes we want. To care is to 
enter into the world of older people, to grasp a sense of 
their growing weakness and powerlessness. To care is to 
embrace affectionately and to listen attentively and to 
speak gently. Harsh orders and impatient requests are not 
a part of authentic caring. 


To care is to be present to those who suffer and to stay 
present even when nothing can be done to change the 
situation: To care is to be compassionate and to assist the 
older person to face well and with dignity the difficulties of 
getting old, to honestly accept our finite existence. To 
care is the most human of all human gestures, in which 
the courageous confession of our common brokenness 
does not lead to paralysis but to deep love and respect. 


A good criterion whereby we may discern how caring 
we really are toward the older person is to ask ourselves if 
we are coming in touch through them with our own 
suffering, pains and anxieties. I deeply believe that we 
can only care well to the degree that we are in touch with 
our own doubts and fears. We can only listen to the story 
of others with our own story in heart and mind. A great 
mystery of caring is that it always will bring us healing 


What emerges most strongly from the shared ideas and 
concerns is a deep desire to discern the mind of God and 
follow it in all the small decisions and crises that make up 
our days. How best to give witness to Christ in the 
complex relationships .we find in our families and 
extended families? How far should our witness reach in 
the circles of acquaintances and casual friends? When are 
we called to take a stand against what we perceive as 
attacks against the principles of morality we hold as 
Christians? 


WHAT DOES forgiveness really mean, what does it 
entail? How do we know if we are truly loving? What can 
we do to open the hearts of those who reject and recoil 
from affection and friendship? How did Jesus do these 
things? What truths and tools can we give our children to 
fend off the appalling threats to innocence in their 
generation? 


They are questions that cut to the core of human need 
and draw us to recognize our spiritual need to make 
Christ the center of our thought and way of life. Asking 
them and seeking their answers in scripture, in the words 
of Jesus and his apostles, these women are following the 
‘little way’’ of Therese of the Child Jesus, and of the 
early Christians and finding their own heartsease and joy 
of soul in the process. It is a continuous process of 
renewal! 


About Pontius Pilate: ‘‘He may have surrendered 
Christ to the mob, but after all, he did consult with the 
people.”’

This is in no way a call to criticize, judge harshly, to be 
negative. But is there always and everywhere a need to 
praise, to praise lavishly, to praise fulsomely? If we want 
to find some correctives in Scripture, did not Christ 
reprove Peter? Did He not remind the assembled Apostles 
that they were lacking in faith? Did He not chide the 
disciples on the road to Emmaus by the phrase, “‘Oh 
foolish men!’’? He publicly announced that his 
companion, Demas, left him ‘‘seduced by the things of 
this world.’’ 


THE LOVE of Christ must not be parodied by some 
fuzzy, wooly, muddled sentimentality. Affirm, yes, where 
it is deserved; but reprove charitably where it is necessary 
for the honesty and integrity of all concerned. Where it is 
not certain what is deserved, let Christian silence be the 
norm. 


For praise, overdone, undeserving, becomes empty, 
debased and cheapens true affirmation.

HENRI J. NOUWEN has outlined three concrete 
ways of caring well for the elderly! 


1. Listening with care. We must first of all become a 
student of the older person. Listening is not sympathetic 
nodding or a friendly repetition of hmm, hmm, hmm. 
Listening is a very active awareness of the coming 
together of two lives. 


2. Playing with care. To ‘‘play”’ with the elderly means 
to help them, and ourselves, recapture the truth that what 
we are is more important than what we achieve. 
‘‘Playing”’ is a progression into a second innocence: life 
can be enjoyed and celebrated. We must help the older 
person to open his or her heart in gratitude. 


3. Working with care. We must learn how to give the 
older person a new sense of work. Very often the feelings 
of loneliness, isolation, rejection and despair are related to 
the simple absence of work-accomplishment. 


We can help by caring well. Caring has everything to 
do with the Gospel, for in caring we have the mind of 
Jesus, who ‘‘did not cling to His equality with God, but 
emptied himself...and became as we are’’ (Phil.

during an Oct. 27 appearance here. 
‘*FROM THE Gospel I can’t say this 

political way is good, but the Gospel says 

I can choose”’ a political option, he said. 


Father Gutieggez said his choice is 
based on social justice principles and a 
preference for the poor. 


Pro-Sandinistas beat up bishop 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — 
Members of a pro-government group 
beat up Auxiliary Bishop Bosco Vivas of 
Managua and forced several Catholic 
churches to cancel Mass for opposing the 
country’s conscription policy, Church 
officials reported. 

The bishop suffered a head cut Oct. 30 
when he was attacked outside San Judas 
Church in Managua, according to a lay 
worker in the Managua archbishop’s 
office. 


THE CHURCH worker, who 
requested anonymity, said the bishop was 
told that if he entered the church, where 
he had been planning to attend _a special 
Mass, ‘‘he could be considered a dead 
man.’’ 


The worker said members of the group, 
called Las Turbas (The Crowds), blocked 
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entrances to several churches and beat up 
priests and parishioners. He said there 
were also reports of vandalism. 

At least eight churches had to cancel 
Masses and Catholic officials said they 
believed other churches in provinces to 
the south of Managua had to suspend 
services also. 


LAS TURBAS is part of the leftist 
Sandinista front, the political party of the 
ruling junta. 

The new law, which requires all men 
aged 18-22 to register for the military, has 


been criticized by the Nicaraguan 
Catholic bishops. 
Nicaraguan defense Minister 


Humberto Ortega spoke out Oct. 17 
against ‘‘the reactionary clergy’? who 
oppose the law. 
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““My personal choice is socialism but 
liberation theology does not say that 
socialism is the answer,’’ added Father 
Gutierrez, a theology professor at the 
Catholic University of Lima, Peru. 


THE PRIEST also said he personally 
opposes capitalism. 


Father Gutierrez is the author of 
several books on liberation theology 
including A Theology of Liberation: 
History, Politics and Salvation, published 
in 1972. It was the first major work to 
systematically present liberation 
theology. : 


He defined liberation theology as an 
attempt to understand the presence of 
God ‘‘in the situation of our Latin 
American peoples who are living in the 
midst of poverty, exploitation and 
marginalization.” 

‘“*THE SOCIAL, historical reality in 
Latin America is marked by social 
injustice,’’ he said. ‘‘Poverty means 
death due to hunger, sickness, 
oppression.”’

Variety recently carried a two-page ad for Deal of the 
Century, the new Chevy Chase comedy.

Navy chaplain just missed Beirut blast

Oct. 24 that Father Pucciarelli was safe. He said the priest 
had left the building early to celebrate Masses ‘‘at various 
battle stations.” 


Father Pucciarelli said by telephone that the Marines 
are ‘‘just trying to pick up the pieces and continue on with 
the spirit that we have, which is very good.”’ 


Anne McCullough, news director of radio station 
WLLH in Lowell, Mass., called the priest at .his Beirut 
office. 


THE PRIEST said he had just returned from saying 
six field Masses before the interview and found Marines’ 
morale to be ‘ ‘really good. The camaraderie has been 
going up ‘anyway since the first of the shelling,’’ he said. 


Father Pucciarelli celebrates a dozen Masses each 
weekend for the U.S. Marines and sailors stationed in the 
area. Jesuit Father Ernest Passero of Boston is stationed 
on the USS Eisenhower off the Lebanese coast and is 
flown by helicopter to assist in ministry to the troops. 


‘‘When you’re-home and things go well, God’s more 
distant,’’ Father Pucciarelli had said in an interview two 
weeks before the explosion. ‘‘But here, with tragedy and 
horror around you, the Marines wonder. Does God watch 
over me? Are my prayers being answered?”’ 


SIX DAYS after the explosion, he said, work crews 
were ‘‘still taking some of our fallen comrades out of the 
building.’’ The blast caused the four-story structure to 
collapse. 


‘*The French, who had their own problems, were down 
here helping out,’’ Father Pucciarelli said. The 
headquarters of the French peacekeeping forces 
underwent a similar attack the same day. 


Father Pucciarelli spoke of the ‘‘tedious task’’ of 
identifying the bodies, some of. which were beyond 
recognition. He realized the pain of families waiting to 
hear about their husbands or sons, but ‘‘what we don’t 
want to do is say a loved one is gone when he isn’t.”’ 


THE MARINES “‘are beginning to really watch over 
one another; the spirit is very high,’’ said 35-year-old 
Father Pucciarelli. :

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done,’’ Father Pucciarelli said. ‘‘It’s hard for us here to 
have lost such young people, vibrant people and people 
with a future.’’ 


Ms. McCullough asked the priest about a corporal 
from a town near Boston who was listed among troops 
missing in Beirut. Father Pucciarelli remembered 
meeting the Marine and explained that when he met 
anyone from Massachusetts ‘‘we always kibbutzed back 
and forth.’ 


‘“‘*HE WAS a good boy,”’ Father Pucciarelli said. ‘‘It 


was for a very worthwhile cause.”’ 


The corporal was confirmed dead the next day. 

Father Pucciarelli said support from people in the 
United States is very important for the Marines’ morale 
as they give their “‘time, energy, and sometimes an 
ultimate ‘sacrifice.’*

And so, just to make sure that everybody knows that 
we’re just kidding, folks, director William Friedkin and 
writer Paul Brickman turned up the silliness knob and 
turned the satirical one way down. 


THE PRINCIPAL way they do this is to hold up the 
Hispanic male to ridicule. 


The anteroom of the presidential palace of the fictional 
Latin American country is filled with chickens. And when 
Chase goes into the president’s office, chickens are all 
over the office, too, one of them on the desk. Is this 
Friedkin’s way of making fun of Latin American ty- 
ranny? It seems to me it’s rather his way of making fun of 
Latin Americans — stereotypical lazy, shittless people 
who are quite incapable of doing anything on their own 
and therefore obviously in need of outside help. 


But this kind of ridicule, which we’ve had our fill of, 
pales compared to a new and more vicious sort of ridicule, 
this directed at Hispanics in the United States. 


GREGORY HINES, who plays Chase’s partner, is 
accosted by a foul-mouthed Hispanic in a parking lot after 
an accident caused by the Hispanic. The Hispanic, who 
had been berating his girl friend a moment before, turns 
on Hines, slashing his tires and smashing his car 
windows. 

Nor does the film contain even a single favorable 


Hispanic character to offer a token of balance in the entire 
film. 


Though the movie takes pains not to number anybody 
from the Pentagon among its numerous fools and villains, 
it has no hesitation to fall back on the old gung-ho padre 
stereotype and show a Catholic priest giving the 
invocation at the disastrous drone demonstration. :

Two Salvadoran bishops get death threats 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador (NC) 
— An anti-Communist death squad has 
threatened to kill two Salvadoran bishops, 
accusing them of preaching pro-guerrilla 
propaganda. 

The threats were issued Oct. 31 against 
Archbishop Arturo Rivera Damas of San 
Salvador and Auxiliary Bishop Gregorio 
Rosa Chavez of San Salvador. Issuing the 
threats was the Maximiliano Hernandez 
Martinez Anti-Communist Brigade, 
which said it had evidence that the 
bishops were in contact with guerrillas. 


THE GROUP said the bishops were 
using their Sunday homilies to conduct a 
pro-communist ‘‘campaign of 
misinformation.”’ 

The bishops have been strong critics of 
death. squads» and the U.-.S.-backed 
government’s human rights record. They 
also have called for dialogue between the 
government and. guerrillas to end the 


four-year civil war. 


“Their Sunday homilies tend to divide 
the Salvadoran family, promoting false 
arguments that facilitate the campaign of 
misinformation which profits those who 
employ communist propaganda to pursue 
their aggression against this country,”’ 
the group said in a communique. 


“BISHOPS RIVERA Damas and 
Rosa Chavez are hereby notified they 
must suspend their perturbing messages. 
Otherwise they will be drastically 
punished and will not be able to hide 
behind their vestments,”’ it said. 


Archbishop. Rivera Damas’ 
predecessor, Archbishop Oscar Romero, 
also a strong critic of death squads and 
human rights abuses, was assassinated in 
March 1980. No suspect has been arested 
in the case and Church officials say no 
serious investigation into the crime has 
been made by the government. ;

The world has a special place in its 
heart for Jesuits — the Society of Jesus 
— who. elected their new Father 
General a couple of months ago. The 
“black pope’’ as he is sometimes called 
— because he serves for life — is a 
Hollander with great experience of the 
Middle East, particularly Beirut. 

Throughout their history the Jesuits 
have been noted as missionaries and 
they remain so today. Known for their 
high academic attainments, their work 
across the seas with people whose 
learning is negligible compares 
favorably: with their work closer to 
home. is 

Although they run 45 colleges and 

- universities in’ the United States 
(Loyola, Fordham, Gonzaga, etc.) and 
hundreds of high schools, they still 
spare a large number of their men for 
the missions. 

Out of a total of 26,300 Jesuits in 
the world, more than 6,000 teach, 
preach and heal on the missions. Their 
largest numbers are in Asia, particularly 
India, where 4,571 are serving. There 
are 1,176 in Africa, 233 in the 
Americas, 73 in Europe and 53 in 
Oceania. Their presence is felt in more 
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than 60 mission countries. 

While most Jesuits live in the United 
States (5,275) India has 2,843. Even in 
communist, atheist China, where their ' 
presence has been noted for 
generations, there are still 72, bearing 
witness to Christ, suffering, struggling 
and praying, while in Vietnam there are 
39. ; 


Jesuits, who take a ‘’fourth vow’’ of 
obedience to the wishes of the Pope, 
have sometimes been in trouble within 
the Church for getting — according to 
some views — out of line. Even the 
-present Holy Father suspended for a 
couple of years the election of the new 
General in order to cool some apparent 
. Jesuit movements and directions which 
apparently were worrying to Rome. 


Pope John Paul Il, addressing the 
Jesuits assembled for, their 33rd 
general congregation said: ““The Church 
has always considered your society a 
corps of spiritually and doctrinally 
prepared religious, ready to do what is 
asked of them...’

driven two young men to Yuma from 
Descanso in his white pickup truck and 
decided to stay the night; he identified 
himself as a priest when he registered. 
Father Carrier several times before had 
spent his day off either here or in El 
Centro, 60 miles to the west and about 
half-way between his parish and this 
Colorado River city. 


THE LAST time he made the trip, 
Father Carrier picked up an additional 
two (or possibly more) hitchhikers in El 
Centro, according to eyewitness acounts. 
But it is the first two individuals, both 
white males in their 20s, who police 
believe bound, robbed and killed him.

Det. Stallworth places Father Carrier’s 
death sometime during the night of Nov. 
9-10; the body wasn’t found until late in 
the afternoon of the next day, and the 
priest had already been dead for many 
hours. Det. Stallworth remembers that 
Father Carrier was face-down in bed, his 
wrists and ankles heavily bound with 
black electrical tape, the body covered 
with a blanket to make it look like the 
priest was only asleep. 


Examination of the body at the scene 
showed no external injuries; an autopsy 
later revealed some damage to the airway, 
consonant with possible strangulation. 
Inside the pants Father Carrier was 
wearing was a rosary, the chain broken in 
several places. His wallet, identification 
and credit cards were gone, along with his 
Toyota, which had been parked outside. 


“IT WAS a perfect crime scene,”’ 
recalls Det. Stallworth. ‘‘There was only 
one door to the room, and nothing had 
been touched. We went over it with a 
fine-tooth comb and retrieved a lot of 
evidence and a lot of latents 
(fingerprints). I ‘still feel we have the 
prints of the killer.’’ ; 


Over the past year Det. Stallworth has 
assembled every investigative report, 
interview and lead on the case into three 
large binders. They are reviewed and 
updated regularly, and he is now in the 
process of assembling materials and 
evidence for submission to the FBI for 
laboratory work and a_ psychological 
profile of the killers. 


“T think we’re dealing with a couple of 
guys hitching around the country who are 
half-demented,’’ said Det. Stallworth. 
His own investigation has identified — 
and eliminated — a number of suspects 
already, including a drifter who 
murdered a priest in Texas under similar 
circumstances around the same time and 
who later surrendered to police in New 
Mexico.

they knew they had to do...it was hard to 
get excited about anything.”’ 


The loss was heightened for many 
because those who knew him were more 
attached to him than they normally might 
be to a cleric, Mrs. Newman said. 


“‘He had a sort of innocence and 
openness (and) the people simply entered 
into him. People took from him in a kind 
of spiritual way. He allowed a great deal 
of intrusion into his personal space.”’ 


MRS. DENTON thinks the closeness 
parishioners and transients felt to Father 
Carrier was partly a result of his policy 
embodied in rectory signs that said, 
“Ring bell any time.”’ 


ete never too busy to see 
anybody,’? Mrs. Newman said. Even 
when his doctor advised him to rest and 
breathe from an oxygen tank he often 
would end up answering the door or the 
telephone. 


Father Carrier’s death did not depress 
Mrs. Denton. “‘I felt glad for him...the 
release. He had worries,”’ she said. 


“IT WASN’T a depression...I just felt 
there was a goodness in this priest that 
could not last forever,’’ Mrs. Denton 
said. That same goodness and charisma 
were also in Pope John XXIII and 
President John F. Kennedy, she said, 
“‘but the Lord only let us have them for a 
few years.’”’

Mrs. Denton began to cry as she said, 
““He was here just long enough to affect 
us the way he did.”’ 


Mrs. Newman and Mrs. Denton now

“‘precarious’” and he could easily have 
died in his own bed of an illness. 


~~ INSTEAD, HE died in a motel room 


so ‘‘the media looked for scandal,’’ Mrs. 
Newman said. Their investigations led 
them to a ‘‘growing respect’’ for Father 
Carrier. As a result, people across the 
country found out about the man who 
ministered to transients. 


“‘The impact of his death was so much 
greater because of the original sensation 
of it. That was an exciting thing for the 
people in the parish. It helped them get 
through the trauma,’’ Mrs. Newman 
noted. 


Even now, when Mrs. Denton is out of 
the area and says she is from Descanso 
people say, ‘“Oh, Father Ben,”’ and offer 
condolences. 


MRS. NEWMAN had a sense of 
foreboding the evening before and the 
morning of Father Carrier’s death. After 
she found out he was dead the ‘‘horrible 
feeling’’ disappeared and then ‘‘all you 
could say was ‘God Bless him.’ ”’ 

The days that followed were ‘‘very 
hard,’’ but finally parishioners couldn’t

help but laugh. At the Rosary 
parishioners swapped humorous stories 
about him. ‘‘You couldn’t remember him 
with sadness for too long, but oh, that was 
a shattering experience,’’ she 
remembered. 


Even the ‘‘vocal minority’’ of about 10 
people who were opposed to Father 
Carrier’s ministry to the homeless loved 
him, Mrs. Newman said. All the 
parishioners feared for his life, but Father 
Carrier didn’t share their fears. His 
health had always been so poor that he 
didn’t make plans for the future, she said. 


“HE FELT he had a ministry to the 
people on the road and that’s what he 
did,’’ Mrs. Denton said. It was up to 
parishioners to accept it. 


Most of them did. At Father Carrier’s 
request Mrs, Denton once gave one of the 
men a ride to Pine Valley. Some women 
who were at a work party once consoled a 
transient woman who had just gotten 
word her 16-year-old son had been killed. 
Some of the parishioners were planning to 
build a halfway house in Descanso for the 
transients. 


After Father Carrier’s death ‘‘a lot’”’ of 


_ parishioners say they will no longer pick 


up hitchhikers, but Mrs. Newman is not 
one of that group. Father Carrier’s action 
“‘taught me greater acceptance’’ of people 


on the road. 


OVERALL, MRS. Newman feels, the 
death had a healing effect on the Catholics 
of Descanso. Even though Father Carrier 
had an “‘untouched quality’’ that made 
the death seem like a child had been 
killed, a vengeful attitude has not been 
stirred up in this remote mountain | 
community. 


““There is a sense of conversion in the 
parish. It had a gentling effect on 
people,’? Mrs. Newman said. Although 
one ‘‘might expect anger,’’ such was not 
the case. Parishioners prayed for the 
killers of their beloved pastor. 


Parishioners opened up to each other 
and forgave and forgot old grudges, she 
said. “It was in a way part of the 
mourning for Father Ben that they would 
behave in a more Christian manner and 
we’re still seeing the results of that,’’ she 
said. 


SINCE IT took three weeks for a new 
pastor to be assigned to the parish, the 
parishioners rallied and helped run the 
church. ‘“That was very much the spirit 
of Father Ben,’’ Mrs. Newman noted. 


The parish has also rallied behind the 
new pastor, Father Arthur Anderson. 
“It’s a new era,’’ Mrs. Denton said. 


Today, on the anniversary of the death, 
Mrs. Newman figures everyone ‘‘will 
think of him (Father Carrier) and smile.’’ 
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throughout the southwestern United 
States continue to be a big part of the 
investigation, said Det. Stallworth; in 
addition, there are some very specific 
leads more directly related to the two 
prime suspects, already tentatively 
identified through composite drawings 
made by police artists from eyewitness 
descriptions. 


The killers’ trail was only hours old 
when Father Carrier’s pickup truck was 
abandoned Nov. 10 in Las Vegas, Nev.; 
it was ticketed at least three times during 
the next week before Las Vegas police 
made a computer check on the license 
plate and learned that the vehicle had 
been stolen in Yuma and was involved in 
a homicide. 


Now, a year later, solving the crime is 
just that much harder, some people here 
feel. “‘I don’t believe that,’’ says Det. 
Stallworth. ‘“‘We have too many prints. 
Somebody will say something. There’s 
still a lot more that can be done. I fully 


expect to putin another 2,000 hours 
before thiS~* investigation is 
complete...unless a suspect turns up.”’ 
IF THERE have been frustrations in 
not solving Father Carrier’s murder, they 
have also made Det. Stallworth that much 
more determined to stay with the 
investigation. But a monthly caseload of 
70 or more major felonies, ranging from 
robbery to rape to assault, plus court 
appearances, quickly adds up. ‘“There 
isn’t enough time in a day,”’ he said. 


“*But I’m sticking with it. At one time I 
had nightmares about the case; my 
biggest fear was that it would go 
unsolved. I think these are the most 
amateur of suspects, and this is not one of 
those cases. where you can apply all the 
principles of police science and say, 
‘Boom, these are the killers.’ The hardest 
cases to solve are the ones where nothing 
‘surfaces above everything else and you 
can’t say to yourself, “Thzs is exactly the 
way it is.” ”’ 


A policeman can not get emotionally 
involved in a case, but professionalism 
and pride are part of his makeup. 
“‘Whether they admit it or not, most 
policemen are motivated by ego. I don’t 
feel any need to go a step farther because 
he was a priest. I’ve handled so many of 
these cases.in my life I feel frustrated, 
because I believe this case is solvable.’’ 


EVEN IF the killers are arrested and 
brought to trial, there will always be 
unanswered questions about the death of 
Father Carrier in people’s minds. What 
was the motive? Was there even a motive? 


The real question is as old as sin itself. 
The bits and pieces that make up the last 
hours in the life of Father Benjamin 
Carrier are in: the hands of Det. 
Stallworth. Try as he might to put the 
puzzle together, he still asks himself the 
same question: ‘‘Why would anyone 
want to kill someone like that?’’
